The third was to Negley. 
Negley will serve as mayor 
at 
least until ten 
o’clock 
tomorrow 
morning when Judge Joseph Milner 
of Marion county court will hold a 
hearing on making the order perma­ 
nent. 
While Holmes was out to break­ 
fast, Negley and a group of friends 
took quiet possession of the office. 
Airs. Holmes, who was at the may­ 
or’s desk, retired to await her hus­ 
band's return, hut he already 
had 
been served with notice of the 
re­ 
straining order. 
John L. Duvall, who until his res­ 
ignation yesterday 
had 
defended 
what he said was hN right to 
the 
office, was at his home in Broad Rip­ 
ple.

Indianapolis, Oct. 28—<U.R)—Out of 
office by bis own resignation, former 
Mayor John L. Duvall kept up 
his 
fight against those who sought his re­ 
moval by issuing a statement to the 
United Press today, charging 
that 
the threat of indictment was used to 
turn city councilmen against him. 
Duvall made the statement at his 
home in Broad Ripple after he had 
acquainted himself with the 
over­ 
night developments in the municipal 
tangle. 
Prosecutor William H. Remv 
de­ 
clared Thursday before the council 
and again today to 
Newspapermen 
that the prosecutors had made 
no 
deal with councilmen and intended 
to make none. 
“ I have maintained my position as 
mayor,” he said, “ in order to protect 
those who voted for me. 
“ When the city payroll was 
tied 
up, the administration was paralyzed 
temporarily and the interests of the 
honest, hard working teachers 
and 
other employes became paramount. 
“ Therefore, I resigned for the in­ 
terests of the city in spite of 
my 
personal opinion that I have 
been 
right all along. 
“It may interest the people of In­ 
dianapolis to 
know 
that 
word 
reached me Tuesday night that in­ 
dictments had been drawn up against 
a number of city councilmen 
and i 
that these indictments were being I 
held over their heads to enforce ac­ 
tion by the council toward my 
re­ 
moval. 
“ Yesterday’s papers said that the 
grand jury inquiry into oounoilmanie 
activities had been postponed until 
Friday. 
“ It is significant that the council 
action took place before that 
day 
and also that two deputy 
prosecu­ 
tors stood on the floor of the council 
meeting last night. 
“ The destiny of the city of India­ 
napolis seems to be dictated by the 
powers behind the present investiga­ 
tion. 
“ The truth of th<* matter is that 
the administration difficulties in the 
city of Indianapolis lie with 
the 
council. 
“ This inefficient body has caused 
most of the present troubles in one 
way or another. 
“ No mayor can successfully ad­ 
ministrate the affairs of the city as 
long as these men constitute 
the 
council. ” 
Of the men most closely concerned 
with the trubulent 24 
hours 
that 
ended with a temporary truce today, 
Duvall was the only one who got a 
good night’s rest. 
He said he went to bed early last 
nifrht and slept soundly until 
the 
breakfast hour this morning.

Hundreds of shaken, half 
dazed 
survivors, each with a blood red line 
to add, told their stories here and at 
Bahia. 
All that remains now to be .told— 
and it never will be told—is the ex­ 
act number of pepole who perished. 
Somewhere between 289 and 346, it 
seemed at one o’clock, (noon eastern 
standard time) was the most defin­ 
ite figure. 
Three rescue ships have 
arrived 
with survivors. Three more have ar­ 
rived 
without 
survivors, 
having 
transferred them to the first three 
;#t sea or having arrived too late to 
help. 
Highest official figures—from var­ 
ious sources—leave 289 persons un­ 
accounted for. 
The 
most 
careful 
computations the United Press had 
been able to make placed the figure 
at between 324 and 346, probably 
the former. 
Survivors, on the steamer Alhena 
declared that only about 40, and not 
560 as stated, of their number were 
landed here today; but 
this 
was 
doubted.

government in the Fall-Sinclair con­ 
spiracy trial today rapidly 
traced 
the securities into banks in Colora­ 
do, New Mexico and Texas. 
Justice Siddons upheld 
the 
re­ 
fusal of AI. T. Everhart, Fall’s son- 
in-law, to tell from whom he obtain­ 
ed the bonds he brought to Pueblo, 
Colo., Alay 29, 1922, and deposited 
and spent to credit 
of the 
Fall- 
Sinclair cattle company, which was 
then heavily in debt. That was just 
a few weeks after Fall leased Tea­ 
pot Dome naval oil reserve to Harry 
F. Sinclair, an action the 
govern­ 
ment charges was influenced by this. 
Then the government hammered 
speedily away at showing the trail 
of the bonds from the 
Continental 
Trading company to Fall’s account 
in Pueblo, Colo.; El Paso,’ Texas; 
and Canizozo, N. AI., 
banks. 
The 
prosecution holds Cinzozo had 
a 
hand in the transfers 
through 
its 
alleged connection with continental. 
A dozen bank employes, including 
three women, verified the 
deposit 
slips and 
serial 
number 
of the 
bonds. 
Then Robert Rae, of the Canadian 
bank patronized by 
H. S. 
Osier, 
president of the Continental com­ 
pany, and other employees identified 
records showing their 
bank 
pur­ 
chased for the Continental fi;;m the 
same bonds found in Fall’s posses­ 
sion—early in April, 
1922. 
The 
bonds were bought from brokers. 
Justice Siddons’ ruling came after 
more than an hour and a half 
of 
argument by opposing counsel, the 
government contending Everhart by 
testifying would incur 
no punish­ 
ment if he incriminated himself, and 
Everhart’s lawyer going so far 
as 
to say his client “ must have sus­ 
pected there was something rotten” 
in the liberty bond transaction.

lic. 


"Injudicious in harping upon an- 


cient animosities of a polilcal soil 
and passing over completely Knglish 
attitudes toward Americans and the 
United Slates. 


"English historical text books do 


mil encourage sentiments politically 
or otherwise favorable cither to the 


standing and good will. And perhaps 
the best way to cultivate such a feel- 
ing is to permit each: nation to work 
out its own -destiny 
without -iil- 


tempting to. interfere with the poli- 
cies of the other.
